Going Spray Free

We've been looking at the issue of using herbicides in Surf Pines for almost a year and we wanted to upda 
everyone. Lots of information is coming out and if you haven't seen it, The New England Journal of Medicit 
has advised against using Round-up, calling it carcinogenic. Also, many university professors have accept 
money from Monsanto, the maker of Round-up, to say that the product is safe when it’s not (http://usrtk.orc 
gmo/journalists-failed-to-disclose-sources-funding-from-monsanto-a-short-report/). 


Additionally, we are seeing that attitudes are changing about the way people want to live, and residents ha 
reported potential buyers asking if herbicides and other poisons have ever been used in the yard. They wa 
dog-friendly, kid-friendly yards where they know their families are safe. 


In light of this, a number of us have decided to show that our yards are free of these products by posting S 
Free signs. You may have seen these signs popping up. We are fortunate to have a new resident of Surf F 
who is a graphic designer (Professor of Art and Design Daniel Stearns), and he offered to make a sign tha 
would serve this purpose, one with a positive message. The sign shows a fingerprint to mean having a ligl 
touch on the earth. If you want a sign for your own yard, please email Daniel Stearns (catdanste @gmail.cc 
Each sign is $15, to cover the printing cost. We have been getting very positive support from new resident 
Surf Pines. We decided to make signs for the benefit of walkers, especially those with children and dogs, s 
they know they don’t have to have concerns passing these properties. “We have to consider our beloved 
dogs,” said one resident, “because their paws are having contact with the ground and their paws can abso 
herbicides that are sprayed along the road and these herbicides can be deadly for them.” 


For this reason, we are asking homeowners who still choose to use Round-up and other herbicides, to reft 
from spraying within 8 feet of the road, so that when walkers and dogs have to step off the road onto the ri 
of way to avoid oncoming cars, they are not exposed to herbicides. 


Surf Pines residents enjoy a very scenic community with lots of wildlife and we feel grateful to be in such é 
community. You may have seen the front-page Daily Astorian article on 12/1/15 about the reintroduction of 
Silverspot butterfly, which is on the Endangered Species list. The butterfly larvae diet consists entirely of vi 
stems and leaves, so native violets have been planted. This is happening on land in and adjacent to Surf 
Pines, and many of us feel proud and happy that our community supports this work. 


Those of us who live here enjoy the natural setting and the wildlife and we want to work to preserve this. V 
hope you will join us in this.
